Subject.— Annual  Report  on  Mental  Hospitals  for  the 
year  1951. 

I  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  Mental  Hospitals  in  the  State  of 
Bombay  for  the  year  1951. 

General. 

2.  During  the  year  1951,  all  Mental  Hospitals,  except  the 
Menial  Hospital,  Ba!  oda,  were  overcrowded.  The  actual  popula¬ 
tion  in  all  the  Mental  Hospitals  in  the  first  week  of  January  1951 
was  3,724,  against  the  sanctioned  accommodation  of  2,354.  During 
the  year,  636  patients  were  uischai’ged  as  cured  and  5J0,  as 
‘  improved  ’.  There  were  1,326  cases  under  observation  in  the 
various  Mental  Hospitals.  The  total  number  of  criminal  insanes, 
confined  in  the  Mental  Hospitals  was  181.  The  total  receipts 
amounted  to  Rs.  5,81,520.  The  gross  expenditure  on  maintaining 
the  Mental  Hospitals  was  Rs.  32,05,961.  No  new  major  work  was 
sanctioned  m  the  year  under  report.  Facilities  for  indoor  and 
outdoor  games  were  provided  to  the  patients.  At  present  Insulin 
Shock  Therapy  and  Carasol  Convulsive  Thei  apy  are  given  in  all 
the  Mental  Hospitals  and  Electro-Convulsive  Therapy  is  being 
given  at  the  Majority  of  these  Institutions.  Government  appointed 
a  Committee  consisting  of  six  membe  s  with  the  Surgeon  General 
as  the  Chairman  to  examine  and  report  on  the  working  of  the 
Government  Mental  Hospitals  in  this  State.  The  recommendations 
made  by  the  Committee  are  under  the  consideration  of 

Government. 

Buildings. 

3.  Major  Worlcs.—The  works  of  constructing  a  40  bedded  ward 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  Rs.  96,557  for  accommodating  the  beggar 
lunatics  detained  at  the  Beggars  Homes  at  Chembur  and  Yisapur 
and  also  of  constructing  an  additional  block  for  patients  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  Rs.  1,21,326  which  have  been  sanctioned  by 
Government  at  the  Central  Mental  Hospital,  Yeravda  and  the 
Mental  Hospital,  Ahmedabad  respectively  could  not  be  started 
Bk  0  16—1 
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duriDg  the  year  under  report  owing  to  financial  stringency.  No 
new  major  w'ork  was  sanctioned  at  any  of  the  Mental  Hospitals 
during  the  year  1951. 

4.  Mmor  Works. —  Minor  works  costing  Es.  22,904  were  sanc¬ 
tioned  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  Ahmedabad,  Dharwar  and  Thana. 

5.  Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  was  sufficient  throughout 
the  year  at  the  Mental  Hospitals  at  Yeravda,  Thana  and  Ahmedabad. 
At  Thana  it  was  not  sufficient  for  Hospital  garden.  Scarcity  of 
water  was  felt  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  Eatnagiri,  during  the  Summer, 
viz.,  from  March  to  May  due  to  the  limited  supply  of  water  from 
the  Municipal  water  works  and  drying  up  of  the  Hospital  wells. 
The  water  supply  at  the  Mental  Hospital,  Dharwar  was  very  inade¬ 
quate.  The  Municipal  water  supply  was  considerably  reduced  since 
the  replacement  of  IJ"  pipe  line  by  1".  The  well  water  from  the 
garden  well  was  used  for  drinking  purposes  and  for  other  work. 
Construction  of  a  new  well  has  been  sanctioned  but  the  work  could 
not  be  completed  during  the  year  under  report.  The  garden  well  is 
about  150'  deep  and  as  such  it  is  a  great  strain  on  patients  to  draw 
water  from  such  a  depth.  The  proposal  to  provide  an  electric 
pumping  plant  to  the  garden  well  is  under  consideration  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  When  this  proposal  materialises  considerable  labour  will  be 
saved  and  that  can  be  utilised  for  Agricultural  purposes.  It  will 
also  help  to  bring  more  land  under  cultivation.  With  slight 
lowering  of  the  pipe-lines,  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
water  supply  of  the  Mental  Hospital,  Baroda.  The  proposal  to 
install  an  electric  pump  to  the  adjacent  well  outside  the  compound 
well  is  under  consideration. 

6  Accommodation. — Overcrowding  at  all  the  Mental  Hospitals 
except  the  Mental  Bospital,  Baroda,  continued  throughout  the  year 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  following  table  showing  the  approved  scale 
of  accommodation  and  the  actual  population  in  the  first  week  of 
January  1951.

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There  were  thus  1,870  patients  (792  males  and  578  females)  and 
in  excess  of  the  sanctioned  accommodation. 

7.  Employment  a7id  Amusejnent. —  The  employment  of  suitable 
patients  on  various  occupations  such  as  gardening,  weaving, 
tailoring,  making  coir-mats,  carpentry,  bidi-making,  farming, 
sewing,  knitting,  embroidery,  domestic  services,  such  as  grinding, 
cooking,  sweeping,  etc.,  continued  as  usual.  The  daily  average 
number  of  patients  employed  under  occupational  Therapy  in  the 
various  Mental  Hospitals  during  the  year  1951  was  1,810  and  the 
percentage  of  the  same  to  the  total  daily  average  works  out  to  be 
about  48-4. 

8.  Amusements. — Indoor  and  out-door  games  such  as  carrom, 
ping-pong,  cards,  volley-ball,  Badminton,  Eing-tennis,  etc.,  were 
provided  for  the  patients.  Cinema  shows,  J  ugglery.  Magic  shows, 
radio  programmes,  gramophone  records,  Bhajans,  music,  physical 
feats,  were  greatly  appreciated.  Patients  were  provided  with  bidies, 
tobacco,  cigarettes,  etc.  Bt  oks.  Newspapers,  Magazines,  Periodi¬ 
cals,  were  supplied  to  literate  patients.  On  important  festival  days 
sweets  and  fruits  were  distributed  among  the  patients  and  special 
dishes  were  included  in  their  meals.  A  sum  of  Es.  3,204  was  spent 
on  amusements  and  recreation  of  patients  during  the  year  1951. 

9.  Visitors. — The  otticial  visitors  in  all  the  Mental  Hospitals 
were  regular  in  their  attendance  and  nothing  special  was  reported 
by  any  one  of  them. 

10.  Parole. — The  system  of  sending  the  patients  on  parole  has  ; 
to  some  extent,  relieved  the  congestion  at  the  Mental  Hospitals. 
During  the  year  under  report,  725  patients  (453  males  and 
272  females)  took  advantage  of  it  as  compared  with  681  in  the 
previous  year.  This  can  by  no  means  be  regarded  as  adequate  as  it 
does  not'  touch  even  the  fringe  of  the  problem  of  overcrowding. 
The  only  remedy  for  this  is  to  construct  new  buildings  at  suitable 
places  so  as  to  accommodate  the  increasing  number  of  patients,  in 
addition  to  remodelling  and  expanding  the  existing  Mental 
Hospitals. 

11.  Special  A^ccommodation.— ^(AiQuiQ  ior  the  provision  of 
special  accommodation  and  facilities  to  patients  who  were  prepared 
to  pay  for  such  additional  amenities,  introduced  at  the  Central 
Mental  Hospital,  Yeravda,  continued  to  be  appreciated  by  the 

public. 

12.  Supply  of  Linen  and  bedding.— GoYeimneni  sanctioned 
a  special  non-recurring  grant  of  Es.  8,920  for  the  purchase  of  the 
articles  of  linen  and  bedding  for  the  Mental  Hospital,  Ahmedabad. 

13.  White  House. — 'White  House,  a  Bungalow  about  2  miles 
from  the  Main  Yeravda  Hospital  was  rented  for  the  patients  and 
was  also  utilised  to  keep  better  class  patients. 

14.  Achnowledgmeiits. — The  Department  expresses  its  thanks 
to  all  bodies  and  individuals,  who  have  extended  their  generosity 
towards  providing  additional  comforts  for  patients  in  the  various 
Mental  Hospitals.

16.  Discharges  and  Cures. — During  the  year  under  report  636 
patients  were  discharged  as  “  Cured  510  as  ‘‘Improved  ”,  65  as 
“  Not  improved  ”  and  718  as  “  Otherwise  ”  (which  includes  cases 
discharged  on  parole).  The  ratio  of  cured  to  daily  average  strength 
was  17*0  as  against  13-94  during  1950. 

17.  Sickness  and  Mortality. ^ — The  daily  average  number  of  sick 
treated  in  Mental  Hospitals  in  1951  was  267"17  as  against  231*13 
during  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  sickness  to  the  daily 
aveiage  strength  was  7-1  as  against  6-3  in  1950.  There  were  no 
cases  of  any  epidemic  disease  in  the  Mental  Hospitals  during 
the  year  under  report. 

18.  During  the  year  1951,  the  total  number  of  deaths  at 
the  Mental  Hospitals  was  363  as  against  310  in  1950.  The  percent¬ 
age  of  deaths  to  the  daily  average  strength  was  9*7  as  against  8*5 
in  the  previous  yefc  The  following  table  shows  percentage  of 
deaths  to  the  daily  average  strength  at  each  of  the  Mental  Hospitals 
during  1951  and  the  previous  year  : —

Accommodation. — On  the  1st  January  1951,  there  were  1,721 
patients  as  against  ],705  patients  on  the  same  date  of  the  previous 
year. 

Ihe  daily  average  number  in  residence  was  1,776*44  as  against 
1,706-96  for  the  year  1950.  The  number  in  residence  was  1,813  on 

.  31st  December  1951.

Due  to  the  constant  increase  in  the  population,  it  was  not 
possible  to  accommodate  patients  comfortably  during  the  year 
under  report.  The  existing  blocks  were  always  overcrowded,  as  on 
an  average  more  than  530  patients  were  over  and  above  the 
sanctioned  strength  throughout  the  whole  year. 

A Admissions  during  the  year  were  630  males  and 
397  females— a  total  of  1,027  (excluding  5  males  and  4  females 

re-admitted  after  parole),  the  total  number  being  1,036  as  againt 

927  of  the  previous  year  1950. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  1951  was 
2,757. 

Discharges.— OiAie  patients  discharged  during  the  year,  177 
were  considered  as  “  Eecovered  ”,  2  as  “  Not  improved  ”  and  592  as 
“  otherwise  ”, 
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Deaths, — There  were  174  deaths  during  the  year  under  report. 
The  death  rate  worked  out  for  the  year  1951  on  the  basis  of  the 
average  number  in  daily  resideoce  was  9*79  percent,  as  against  8’7 
per  cent,  of  the  previjiis  year. 

Health  of  Patients. — The  general  health  of  the  patients  was 
satisfactory.  There  was  no  epidemic  during  the  year  1951. 

Occupation  Therapy. — The  daily  number  of  patients  who  were 
occupied  in  the  Hospital  Garden,  Weaving  Sheds,  Carpenter’s 
workshop,  etc.,  during  the  year  1951  was  476  males  and  351  females, 
a  total  of  827  patients. 

Special  Therapy. — {i)  Insulin  Therapy  given  to  90  cases. 

{ii)  Electric  Shocks  Therapy  given  to  472  cases. 

{Hi)  Prefrontal  Leucotomy  was  carried  out  on  18  cases. 

{iv)  Psychological  treatment  was  given  to  suitable  cases  which 
included  Narco-analysis  and  Narco-therapy.

There  was  no  mortality  attributable  to  these  operations. 
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Amiisemeyits. —  The  Eecreation  Clubs  in  the  male  and  female 
sections  are  for  the  patients  where  they  collect  daily  to  read 
nevv^spapers,  books  and  listen  to  the  Eadio  programmes  and  play 
billiards  and  other  indoor  games.  Every  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
the  patients  have  social  evenings,  when  more  than  100  patients 
gather  together  in  the  Club.  Besides,  number  of  patients  took  part 
in  the  out-door  sports.  On  important  festival  days  of  various 
communities  especially  of  Parsee  Community,  sweets  and  special 
dishes  were  provided  for  the  patients. 

The  percentage  of  patients  took  part  in  games,  etc.,  during 
the  year  1951  was  as  under  ; —

Due  to  the  paucity  of  petrol,  the  bus  drives  and  cinema  shows 
outside  could  not  be  arranged. 

An  amount  of  Es.  808-14-9  was  spent  on  amusements,  etc.,  from 
the  discretionary  grant  during  the  Calendar  year  1951, 

Visitors. — The  attendance  of  Visitors  was  satisfactory. 
Throughout  the  year  Social  Workers  visited  the  patients  in  the 
Hospital  twice  a  week. 

The  work  of  investigating  the  social  histories  of  the  patients  is 
being  done  satisfactorily.  The  appointments  of  the  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker  at  this  hospital  has  been  continued  and  the  work 
has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

A clinowledg merits . — The  Hospital  is  indebted  to  the  management 
of  the  Bombay  Chronicle  daily  and  Sunday  Edition  for  supply  of 
copies  of  their  issues  to  the  patients  free  of  charge.  Acknowledg¬ 
ment  is  also  due  to  Shri  A.  0.  Patel  and  others  for  donating  money 
and  distributing  sweets  to  the  patients  on  festival  occasions. 

White  Ho%ise.—^h.\iQ  House,  a  bungalow  about  two  miles  from 
the  main  Hospital,  is  continued  to  be  rented  for  the  patients  and 
has  been  utilised  to  keep  suitable  class  and  ordinary  patients. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  was  wholesome  and  sufficient 
throughout  the  year.
